The Fifth Column is as old as war- 


fare. It has merely become spectacular 
in this war because the Germans have re- 
fined it to the highest degree and em- 
ployed it more efficiently than before. 


English officers returning from the ca- 


tastrophe in Flanders said Belgium was 
literally covered with spies. No sooner 
would they take up a new position than, 
without warning, it was subjected to shell- 
fire. Radio sets in the hands of the Fifth 
Column make this possible. But when 
Paris was besieged by the German army 
in 1871 the Socialists in the city revolted 
against the government and in favor of 
surrender which was the Fifth Column 
on a large scale.

Washington—In the preceding Merry-Go- 


Round column on national defense, we saw bow 
erman patent owners reached into the United 


States, and thanks to cooperation with Ameri- 
can firms, controlled some of the most impor- 
ant patents on U. S. army and navy materials. 
Next in importance to this, is the manner in 


which American firms have leased their patents 
o Germany, thus contributing materially to 
Germany's present armed strength. In fact, some 
American aviation companies, having leased 
heir patents to Germany, simultaneously re- 
used to permit large-scale use of the same pat- 
ints in the United States. 
One illustration is the Pratt and Whitney 
ompany, probably the most important airplane 


motor manufacturer in the United States. Many 


f the planes now raining death and destruction 
ver France and England were built directly or 
ndirectly through the basic patents leased to 
Germany by Pratt and Whitney. 


Sales to Germany began in 1933 (the first year 


of Hitler) despite the U. S. treaty of 1920 with 
Germany which stated that shipments of arms 
and aviation materials was "a violation of its 
(.Germany's) treaty obligations to the United 
States." 


Secretary Hull protested feebly against such 


sales at first, then settled down to condone 
them, despite vigorous protests by other mem- 
bers of the cabinet. So in 1934, Pratt and Whit- 
ney sold $1,445,000 of airplane engines to Ger- 
many, and also licensed their patents to the 
Bavarian Motor Works for $200 an engine. Then, 
as Hitler began to rearm in earnest, the Nazis 
made a deal whereby they paid $50,000 annually 
to Pratt and Whitney for their licenses rather 
than paying $200 for each engine built. This, the 
Nazis explained, was because "they did not 
want to reveal the number of engines manu- 
factured," presumably to France and Great 
Britain. 


Pratt and Whitney actually gave advice to 


Lhe nazi government as to which type of engine 
was best Jor military purposes, and shortly af- 
ter Hitler came into power, reported: "Their 
(the nazi) situation has apparently changed and 
t is obvious that they desire engines for mill- 
,ary as well as commercial purposes . . ." 


At this time, 1933 and early 1934, Germany, 


with the help of American companies, was 
)uilding a fleet of about 2,500 planes—just about 
what the U. S. army has today.

on the strength of the sun days, 
but we are advised not to lie un- 
covered longer than ten minutes 
front and back, the first time we 
take the sun.

Legs can take more sun than the 
rest of the body but don't think 
they cannot burn! If you keep them 
exposed you must anoint them with 
a protective oil at least every twen- 
ty minutes.

water removes most of the oil.

A SATURDAY TALK 


How can a small nation in Eur- 


ope keep its freedom? 


That question has come up again 


during Hitler's war. Small coun- 
tries have tried to stay out of it, 
but many of them have failed. 
Some have lost part or all of their 
freedom. 


In the World war of 1914-1918, 


six nations in Europe stayed "neu- 
tral" from the start to the finish. 
They were Norway; Sweden, Den- 
mark. Holland, Switzerland 
and 


Spain. 


Those nations, and others, wanted 


to escape the present war. Their 
rulers believed they could keep out 
if all public acts were "neutral" 


That plan does not seem to work. 


No matter how hard a small na- 
tion may try to be fair 
to both 


sides, it is likely to feel the fierce 
flames of war. 


Perhaps no nation tried harder 


to be neutral than Holland and 
Belgium. 
Time after 
time, they 


opened anti - aircraft fire 
against 


airplanes w h i c h crossed 
their 


boundaries. This was carried out 
against airplanes of both sides. Yet 
when Hitler wanted to strike, he 
did strike. 


Think of the fire-bombs which 


were poured on the homes of the 
Dutch and the Belgians! Think of 
the fighting in the streets of their 
cities! All that horror, and much 
more, came to them even though 
they did not want to fight. 


Hitler sent his soldiers into Den- 


mark so fast that the Danes had 
no time to make ready to defend 
themselves. Denmark escaped the 
bombing suffered by her northern 
neighbor, Norway, but the Danes 
must feel that a very sad fate has 
fallen on them. 


One after another the neutrals 


have been drawn into war, or 
have lost their freedom. 
Hitler's 


generals did not strike them all at 
once. 
It was more simple to at- 


tack them one or two at a time.

all 
the 
small 
nations of 


Europe* had joined a union, would 
the 
story 
have been 
different? 


Would Hitler, Goering and the rest 
of them have dared to face Czecho- 
slovakia, 
Austria, Poland, Switz- 


erland. Norway, Sweden, Denmark, 
Holland, Belgium. Hungary, Yugo- 
slavia. Bulgaria, Rumania, Greece 
and Turkey all at the same time? 


Yet which of those nations, act- 


ing by itself, could stand against 
the armies and warplanes of Ger- 
many?
